General discussion of the growth of the town in the next twenty years. 
Chairman Swartwood suggested to contact the Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council as they have made studies on this and have the figures on this. 
Local Representative Thomas Boland would have these figurese More 
discussion followed. 


8:45 pam. Mr. Ernest Kallander, Mr. O'Rourke appeared at this time 
with their Counsel, Mr. Arnold Olsen; also present was 
Town Counsel William F. Brewin.

Kallander and O'Rourke about access so that the golf course 
can be used this spring. Should discuss in some detaiz 
before we go on with litigation. Secondly, I am very pleased 
that you are willing to submit some of your exhibits which 
contend that Valley Road is a Public Way but I would like 
to have done, of course by agreement, would be to have these 
exhibits submitted to our Town Counsel, as a result of a

Chairman Swartwood explained the procedure prior to this 
Hearing =- owners file request with a plan; the Board has a plan with 
both of these roads, also the linen map together with the description, 
supplied by the Engineers Ewald & Maschi, Inc. and the matter has 
been referred to the Planning Board which is required under Chapter 1 
Section 81 of the General Laws. Present are the members of the 
Planning Board, Chairman Robert Hoss, lir. Peter Phaneuf, Mr. Paul R. 
O'Connell, ir. Philip W. Burke and Mr. Hdward J. Hasbrouck. The 
Planning Board does not have a written report but does have some comments. 
The owner or owners must obtain a release of all demands from each of 
the abutters and the owner of the street on a form furnished by the 
Board of Selectmen and these signatures have been obtained on each of 
these roads by the Dunnebier Construction Co. In addition on this 
release, which will be recorded in the Worcester District Registry of 
Deeds if these roads are accepted. After this Hearing the Board will 
notify the Town Clerk of its recommendation of the acceptance or not 
of these streets. 


: Chairman Swartwood further stated to the many residents of 
Pinecone Lane and Maplecrest Drive appearing at this Hearing that the 
members of the Board of Selectmen have gone down there and observed 
these roads themselves, (Chairman Swartwood stated he had been down 
there twice in the past several days) and in addition the Board had 

the Town Highway Superintendent Mr. Leo J. Fessini down there, examine= 
ing both roads. ‘The Board relies on lr. Fessini's technical advice, 

as only one member of the Board, lr. Louis J. Bartolini, -has anything 
to do with construction. In Mr. Pessini'ts letter to the Board, he 

has indicated that lir. Dunnebier has azreed to put a berm on both sides 
of Maplecrest Drive and Pinecone Lane a distance of 00 feet, leaving 
500 feet on Maplecrest Drive to be completed, and this project will be 
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done by Mr. Dunnebier. There is a slight depression near the gutter 
along Hr. James I. Beer's property. According to Mr. Dunnebier, these 
problems will be taken care of (indicating that the Board is holding 

a Bond in our office to secure the completion of this matter.) The 
Board has a letter indicating a possible drainage problem. Linda 
Construction (Dunnebier Construction) will take care of any drainage 
Problem on Pinecone Lane and on Maplecrest Drive (streets only). This 
is the only correspondence the Board has had aside from a number of 
questions asked the three Selectmen individually. Now the Board will 
conduct this Hearing and hear from anyone who wishes to be heard. 


Chairman Swartwood further stated in answer to an 
inaudible question from one of the members of the Planning Board - 
"Normally what happens is, the bond is there to secure the completion 

of the road 4 if the road is accepted by tw@nthen the bond is then 
released." "If the road is not accepted then the bond is held." 


Chairman Swartwood: Any other questions from the Planning Boardeee 
any comments? 


Mr. Phaneuf: On the acceptance of Maplecrest Drive (the one that 
isn't finished) in this acceptance right now does this 
delete the portion that is not finished right now or are 
we to assume the bond and it will become a Town Street 
unfinished with a bondeeece. 


Chairman Swartwood: Don't believe it goes down that fare.. 
Mr. DesRochers: e.sesesesse Pinecone Lancs.. 


Chairman Swartwood: (Consulting the map) Framingham Road is here, you 
come in on Maplecrest Drive here, Pinecone then makes a 
complete circle, like this and meets Maplecrest again here 
and then Maplecrest goes from here back up to this other 
intersection with Pinecone. Just what I have outlined is 
what is all that is to be accepted.

Chairman Swartwood: That's a continuation of Maplecrest. 
( inaudible, papers or maps being moved about, etc. ) 


Chairman Swartwood: The description that we have will be included in 
the Article, runs by station, goes to this station right 
here and stops, it stops this way and this way (consulting 
map) anything beyond that of course.ceee 


? esesesater there. (lap being moved about, laughter and 
general noise, impossible to hear what 
is being said) 
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Mr. Phaneuf: If and when we accept these two streets, Linda Construc=- 
tion has agreed that the drainage problems within the 
street would be out of their responsibility. Now what 
about these drainage problems created in the subdivision 
itself, most people there are aware of them; whose respon- 
Sibility will these be% 


Chairman Swartwood: The drainage problems that he referred to in his 
letter (Mr. Beer's letter to the Board) only relate to the 
public ways to be accepted. Now we are not holding a 
hearing concerned with any drainage problems that might 
be back in here (referring to the map) or referring to the 
private owner, assuming that Mr. Dunnebier is still the 
private owner, he may not be, then it really is the 
individual owner's concern. 


Many voices, talking at the same time. 


Chairman Swartwood: This way down here, there is nothing on the plan, 
that shows that at alls; there is no easement that the Town 
is going to accept that has anything to do with drainage 
going this WaYecoo 


Voice: There is no drains just dry wells here e (referring to map) 


Chairman Swartwood: Just so we won't get confused, the only easement 
that I can see to do with drainage, would be this easement 
here, and I assume that it goes underneath Pinecone Lane 
and goes down into the M.D.C. Is that correct? 


Answer: Yes. 


Chairman Swartwood: This has nothing to do with the drainage in the 
street. Now there is through this area here, we all know, 
as a matter of fact, that loam was taken out of this area 
here and gravel was put in; now loam was put back in, acts 
like a French drain. The acceptance of this street and 
the existance of that, whatever work was done there, are 
really two unrelated items, unless, of course there is 
some sort of surface water that is coming off of that and 
running on to the road, then we would be concerned. 


Voice: How about water being pumped into the street from these houses, 
from that area, is this something we should be concerned 
about here? 


Chairman Swartwood: It shouldn't be done. Let me say this, if anyone 
is taking water from private property and putting it on to 
a public way, we can stop them unless they have some sort 
of easement or some sort of right of prescription. 

ire Allen: What am I supposed to do? Pumping 20,000 gallons per hour. 


Chairman Swartwood: An hour? 
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Hire Allen: Yes sir. 
(Noise and laughter, nothing audible.) 


Mr.e Allen: I had four pumps going, construction pump, electrified one 
pumping 1.000 gallons per hour, two sump pumps rated at 
3600 gallons per hour. All four were operating and 
the Fire Department came down with 360 gallon per 
minute pump. 


Selectman Bartolini: (I believe) This can't be all from your place. 
Mr. Allen: I have had this pumped five times since December l2th, sir. 
Selectman Bartolini: Where is this water coming from?

Chairman Swartwood: At this point stated = What you are doing you are 
pumping oub of your house down your driveway and from 
there it goes on to the road, and this, of course, 
relates to Mr. Beer's problems. Mr. Beer, you have been

Mr. Beer: JI would like to know from the Town what constitutes the 
alleviation of my problem. I know you are very familiar 
with the problem, as we discussed the natural pocket in 
my driveway, and I will unequivocally be not satisfied 
with some kind of a.large lip on the driveway that's going 
to prevent the water from coming in, because this will 
create a natural pocket into what is now the natural drain 
of the water to the street which does build up, and backs 
right into my garage, and I will not accept that... 


Selectman: Bartolini: The Town has no jurisdiction on their rights 
whatsoevere 


Chairman Swartwood: If we accept this road, then the Town is respon- 
Sible for the water that is running into your driveway be- 
cause it would then be coming in from a public way into 
your property. This was in your letter, this is apparently 
in response from the Linda Construction Coe addressed to 
the Board of Selectmen, dated 2/18/70. 


Mre Swartwood read the letter aloud which contained the following 
work that the Linda Construction Coe, Inc. in its meeting with the 
Town's Highway Superintendent agreed to do. | 
Ll. Repair approximately 10 feet of settlement in front of 
the Beer house. 
ec. We agreed to discontinue the drain in the driveway and 
resurface the driveway so that it will pitch toward 
Pinecone Lane. 
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Mr. Swartwood asked Mr. Desrosiers to explain this in more detail. 


Mr. Desrosiers: ..eowill not alleviate this problem. The problem is 
not from the regular rain fall. The problem is since Allen has 
been pumping, he has been causing a lot of water which is not 
normal and that's why he's (Beer) been getting a lot of water. 
Since he (Allen) has been pumping he has caused a lot of water. 
Leo (Superintendent of Highways) and I noticed that there was 
a settlement of about 10 feet along the bend, I agreed we would 
take this drain in the driveway and try to keep the water away 
from the house. 


Chairman Swartwood: Actually what you are really saying is, in order 
to abate this drainage problem caused by excess water in the 
proposed public way, you are going on his property to pitch 
the driveway this way so that it will keep this water off his 
property. 


Mr. Beer: I would like to say whether Mr. Allen is pumping water or 
not, when it is a bright and sunny day when the snow is melting 
the water is still theree It is not entirely caused by his 
pumping of water or heavy rains. 


Chairman Swartwood: Are there any other questions? 


?3: What about the water that accumulates in front of the driveway 
in front of 16 and 18 Pinecone Lane? 


Chairman Swartwood: Just to reiterate what you said, in front of 
16 Pinecone Lane and also in front of 18 Pinecone Lane, water 
accumulates in front of these driveways, is this correct?

selectman Dumont: Then builds into the catch basin which is just be- 
yond Beer property. 


Chairman Swartwood: From this point (referring to the map) halfway 
round Mr. Beer's property to Maplecrest, the people who live 
in this section (right here) is there any accumulation that 
you know of? 


Discussion took place here re - the locations of homes and their 
numbers. 


Chairman Swartwood: Mr. Desrosiers, this does not show where the catch 
basins are, does it. 


Mr. Desrosiers: No, it does not. 
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Chairman Swartwood: The trouble is, it is not there. There is a catch 
right down here near Mr. Beer's property. Doesn't show 
in the plan. 


Various residents of the area perused the plan to show where the approx- 
imate location of the catch basins are located. General Viscussion here

Chairman Swartwood: Mr. Desrosiers, on these plans that you submitted 
to us for acceptance it is my understanding that c.b. means 
catch basin, is that what its supposed to indicate?’ 

Mre Desrosiers: No, it means concrete bound. 


Chairman Swartwood: Isthere anywhere on these plans that indicates where 
the catch basins are? 


Mr. Desrosiers: No, not on there but on the profile. 
Chairman Swartwood: What lot number are you? 
Answer: Between Lot 6 and Lot 7. 


Chairman Swartwood: And you are having a drainage problem? Is there 
a berm on the road up there? 


? No. 


Chairman Swartwood: Mr. Desrosiers, I noticed, when I went up there S 
Saturday, that there were certain sections where there are 
no berms. It calls for a berm, doesn't it? 


Mr. Desrosiers: Yes it does, 


Mr. Bartolini: Mr. Desrosiers, ...(inaudible)...down to this curve there 
are no catch basins, 


Mr. Desrosiers: That road is almost flat and did not call for any catch 
basins. 


(So much noise from the moving of maps the voice becomes inaudible.) 


Mr. Swartwood: You think there is drainage pipe leading from other land 
not owned or part of this subdivision? 


Mr. Desrosiers: Yes. Also there is a drain up in back, a large oval 
Shaped area. 


Consulted map. 


Chairman Swartwood: I know there is a drain, theres a drain that comes 
from Maplecrest across from this gentleman's house, as a 
matter of fact those two catch basins, and goes down through 
here (indicating location on map) across, underneath 
Pinecone Lane down here and I believe to the M.D.C. That 


we know. That's shown here. Is there some other drain 
going somewhere else? | |

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Mr. Desrosiers: Yes, there is. 
Chairman Swartwood: This thing we just talked about. 


Selectman Dumont: (I believe) This subdivision was properly planned. 
What are the requirements for drains...why wasn't this water 
planned to be drained naturally? Why all this water now into 
the back of the lots and the leaching system is being saturated 
and bringing all kinds of drainage water into..finaudible)... 
if the Town doesn't take care of alleviating this problem, their 
responsibility to the people who own these houses sooner of 
later....(inaudible) | 


Selectman Bartolini: (I believe) State Sanitary Code states that 
there will no undersurface drain within a 100 feet of the ace 
ing field that leads into a reservior. 


Chairman Swartwood: It is my belief that this matter was brought to 
the attention of the Board of Health. Is that correct? 


Mr, Desrosiers: Yes. 

Chairman Swartwood: Do you know if they have investigated this or not? 

Mr. Desrosiers and others: Never heard a thing. 

Dr. Stone: inaudible. 

Chairman Swartwood: Dr. Stone, we are here tonight having to do with. 
the acceptance of these two roads in the Dunnebier subdivision. 
Xnother matter has been brought up at this time and we might as 
well get your thoughts on it. Apparently a drain, some sort of 
a french drain or gravel drain was created in this area in back 
which goes something like that, and water has accumulated there 
and it is going down into a gravel base, from there apparently, 
seeking a level, as it does getting into the leaching system along 
these lots here (is that right?). 

2 That's what we think happens to it, we can't guarantee this. 
Chairman Swartwood: Have you had an opportunity to investigate this?

Mr. Mauch: Mr. Daniel McCarthy after one mammoth rain storm asked 
us to come down and look at it. 


Chairman Swartwood: Were you able to make a determination? 
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Mr. Mauch: John Boland and myself went down there on a Sunday after 
being called by Mr. Allen, they both had become disgusted, 
and Mr, Allen had water in his cellar and apparently had 
water in the cellar several times, We, at that time, when 
he was complaining that he thought it was sewerage, put 
dye in the system and told Mr, Allen if he saw any part of 
the dye coming out in his pumping operation and getting in- 
to the cellar to let us know. Also if he filed a complaint 
with the Board of Health to write a letter. We have re- 
ceived no letter and as of that voint the water was so

Mr. Beer: Let me say unequivocally that there was no question as to 
whether or not it was sewerage being pumped into the street 
and came into my driveway. 


Chairman Swartwood: We're getting away from the street acceptance, 
we don't want to push it out but let me just say this, would 
you please do this, if there isn't any question, or if there 
is sewerage there, would you please bring this to the Board 
of Health because they have their engineer... 


ng What about the original question about the concern of the 
water seeping down in this area and the concern of the 
tremendous amount of water that seeps in that area and into 
the septic system. 


Chairman Swartwood: There's no question in my mind, that has to be a 
concern of the Town. This way doesn't just involve the 
Board of Selectmen on this Hearing here, it is a matter 
that has to be brought up, well we just go into one area 
where the Board of Health may possibly be involved. We 
are talking about another problem where quite obviously the 
Planning Board should be involved, and the third problem > 
of the Hearing here is the acceptance of the streets, All 
three are inter-related, there's no question about it. 

And it could be if we take one step before taking the others- 
frankly, we are going to proceed, and we can't do anything 
tonight. We will have to meet with these Boards. In the 
meantime, Dunnebier Construction is responsible until the 
streets are accepted. If it is not accepted the Dunnebier 
Construction will continue to maintain it. 


4 If we signed the Petition, which we did, that our street 
would be plowed. That's why our names are all signed to 
this Petition. 


Chairman Swartwood: That's not my understanding of the Rules and 
Regulations, however we can investigate, we have had this 
problem before.and I can tell you that two years ago we 
had a contractor in here and used his bond as a lever to 
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get him to plow a road that he had put in four or five years before. 
He had a lawyer, was well represented, we had a hot and heavy hearing, 
and I can assure you the road was plowed. That is the same Rules 

and Regulations, the same bond, the same setup. I am going on past 
experience, It was done then; it should be done in the future. 


Question: How much is the bond? 
Chairman Swartwood: On Pinecone it is $6,000? 


Answer: There is one for $6, 000 and one for $8,000. We have a per- 
formance bond. We don't have a maintainance bond... 


Chairman Swartwood: Mr, Derosiers, there are things that have not 
been done. We have an annual town meeting coming up in a weeke. 
Usually during the year, from now until next December, most 
likely we will have another - a special town meeting. In the 
past we have had them in September or October, well before the 
snow flies. If there are some matters: that have to be finished 
on this road, and some of these matters can be cleared up very 
easily, we are not talking about a great expenditure of money, 
I would think that this could be completed before a special 
town meeting, and thereafter accepted. 


Selectman Bartolini: ..ethis contractor has in the past fulfilled all 
his committments... 


Chairman Swartwood: We have dealt with this man for a number of years... 
All Boards have open meetings. You are all invited. We can't 
send out notices every time we meet. It is almost impossible. 

Watch the newspapers. They do an excellent job of reporting 
our meetings. If there are any matters dealing with Pinecone 
Lane or Maplecrest Drive, notice of thesé meetings will be given 
to Mr. Beer. |

9:10 poem. Selectmen met with Mr. Richard Landry of Mass, EKlectric Co, 
on street lighting. The Board accepted a new proposal for street 
lighting for the remainder of the Town of Southboro from Mr. 
Landry. 


9:30 pem. Board met with the Chief of Police re his request for extra 
men. 


Chief Francis J. Mattioli: We work certain shifts’ with only one man 
on the cruiser, three days a week. On one of the shifts there 

will be one man working. It varies according to the rotation 
of days off in the Police Department. Sometimes it is on the 
midnight shift, sometimes on the lh to 12 shift and sometimes on 
the day shift. I have a sergeant on the midnight shift and a 
sergeant on the }} to 12 shift. With two additional men I can 
operate with two men on each shift twenty-four hours a day. 
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That includes the days off, rotating shifts, etc. There would 
be two men on the cruiser all the time right around the clock. 
With one (additional) man I can operate four days a week, 
twenty-four hours a day, including days off, with two men on 

a shift. In other words, out of seven days, there will be three 
days that there will be one shift with one man working. I 

can't tell you which shift it would be. With a l.0-hour week, 
each day with no (additional) men at all, and the men working 
four hours overtime, at time and a half, you will have the same 
proposition that we have right now...We could save the town 
probably if we didn't have any men and we ran a man at time and 
a half and two reserve men during the week, it would probably 
cost the town somewhere around, I think my budget would run some- 
where around $81,000 and $82,000 which is considerably lower 
than with the men. | 


Selectman Bartolini: How many hours would the men be working? 


Chief Mattioli: The same hours they are working now - hii. This is 
four at overtime. That would be 6 hours pay a week extra. 


Chairman Swartwood: What is the additional cost? 


Chief Mattioli: It is Sergeant Baker, Chief, Colleary, Durran = 2 
new men with paid holidays, everything, all the shifts, the 
cost would be approximately $77,150.21 --with the two men. 
This is total for paid holidays, reguiar pay and holidays. 
Now you go to court time which I have to figure on; if we go 
according to what court time was last year, if we figure the 
Same hours and no more but at time and a half, because it 
actually runs four hours -=- $4,852.00. Total holidays, reserves, 
court time added to the $7, 1.98 would bring it to $93,900.00. _ 
That includes everything. They know that. 


Chairman Swartwood: Do you have a figure for just what the two men 
will cost you for a year? 


Chief Mattioli: Yes. Two new men, if they start according to the 
rate, would cost 11,519.04. This is for 39 weeks. This is 
just figuring their pay. The 3850 (each) that they put in the 
Warrant including schooling, clothing and everything else is 
about right. That would be a total of $1,700. (for the two men) 


I talked to the men about four hours overtime, 6 hours pay, 
I didntt find anybody arguing about it. 


Selectman Bartolini stated that two additional men are proposed.e The 
Police Department went through collective bargaining. One thing the 
men were looking for was a shorter work week. Now overtime is "dangled 
in front of them and they say they don't mind". How come? 
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Chief tiattioli stated this came about beacuse the hours were cut down 
to 1O hour weeks. Originally the men wanted two men on the cruiser 
around the clock but collective bargaining committee turned tnis 
request down. The Chief stated, "I put in for two men and what the 
total cost would be = one man, two men, three men = whatever would 

be most agreeable to the town, yourself and myself. I can tell you 
how we can get along and how mucn it would cost. 


Selectman Bartolini asked the Chief just how many men did he want? 
Chief Mattioli: I can get along with one man. 


Selectman Dumont: The difference in cost between 86,000 to run the 
Police Department using overtime and using reserve officers to 
fill in, vs. 593,000 if they have two additional men - there is 
a 36,000 net increase in cost for two additional men. What factors 
ought to be considered here? The town is better off with full 
time permanent policemen running the town's operation than to 
have reserve officers that aren't fully trained and are incompetent. 
We have had some experience with that and we know what kind of 
problems we get into. Even though we are going to save 6,000 
we may be ahead of the game with $93,000 in terms of effectiveness. 


VOTED: to go into Executive Session at this time with the Chief of 
Police in order to discuss personalities. , 


10:00 pem. Board met with the Water Commissioners (George Mooney, 
Arthur Tlosmer) and their secretary Mrs. Murphy. Re: 
Letter dated 3/3/70 from the Board of Water Commissioners

Selectman Swartwood: We went down with Paul Berry (Town Clerk) to talk to Mr. 
Trottier last Saturday (February 28). Apparently at that time there 
was trouble with the speaker system. What we propose to do is have 

_ the auditorium = have everybody enter the front door, use the four 
classrooms beyond for any spillage that comes in just in case there is 

more than 400, which is a very good chance there probably will be. It 
ought to be set up anyways He will have to put monitors in each one of 
those four rooms under the present system. Then bring them out to the © 
main lobby, and then have them speak there. This is somewhat awkward. 
I don't know whether the system was designed originally to be able to 
talk into the auditorium from the rooms. I am wondering if there is 
any way to make it work directly from the room. 


School Committee: I think we would have to get some sound equipment people in. 

Selectman Swartwood: That's what we were thinking about. Otherwise I think we 
will have to use this monitor system. I don't think we should put a 
lot of sound equipment down there. It will probably be just for the 
first night. 


School Committee: What about visitors? 


Selectman Swartwood: As you go in down to the left -- sit in one of those rooms 
until the main auditorium empties out enough so that the Moderator can 
condon off an area for the visitors. 
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School Committee: ‘Will there be any standees allowed in the auditorium? If 
there are 400 people sitting, you could accommodate another 100 
people standing around the perimeter. 


Selectman Bartolini: ‘Je will have to talk to the Moderator about that. 


Selectman Swartwood: I have talked to the Police Chief already about that because 
of public safety. He wasn't wildly enthusiastic about that. I think 
the Moderator and the Town Clerk will play it by ear. Let't leave it 
this way: we will have monitors and people will have to come up to the 
front desk and speak into the auditorium that way. 


The Town Meeting is to be the “Ninth. It appears that it probably could go three ~ 
nights, just using last year as a guide. If it does, then possibly Wednesday, the 
llth, and then Wednesday the 18th is the third. ‘We found that in years past, that 
if we make it the next night, for example, there is a baby sitter problem. You 
just can't do it two nights in a row, It really is a consideration. Then the 
next Monday is our election. The next Tuesday is Selectmen's meeting night. They 
will be reorganizing as it will be a new Board. That is why we suggest the 18th. 
Hopefully, this will be all right. 


Precinct II will be held at Mary Finn School. Children will bring their lunch to 
the classrooms that day. 


Everyone agreed on March 9, 11 and 18 for Town Meeting nights. 


Members of the Press arrived at this time. Selectman Swartwood brought them up 
to date. 


Selectman Swartwood: Re Peters Annex. After we got your letter, the Town Housing 
Committee were informed by the Selectmen that we had no use for it other 
that what they would like to do and wanted their recommendations. ‘They 
ran a feasibility study on that as a Police Station. There is a model of 
these plans in the Police Station now. There was a restriction in the deed. 
Ve got Worcester County Abstract to give us an opinion -- it is really 
a title search -=- and in their opinion it had lapsed if the School 
Committee were to release it then the town could use it for any purposes 
they wanted to, providing they were town purposes. That is as far as we 
are nOWe 


School Committee: Do you people basically understand why we presented this to the 
Town? ‘Why we said this would be available even though our needs for new 
buildings are going to be in the future somewhat indefinite, now we are 
going to need an addition in the next few years. We basically did 
this for many reasonse One is the fact that there are only four 
classrooms. It doesn't have a really good play area for inclement 
weather. There is no cafeteria. There are some problems that make it 
inefficient as a school. ‘Je were looking out for the welfare of the 
whole town when we offered it. It has been the opinion of this 
Committee that if it were going to be used for something in which the 
town was at some time going to have to expend a lot of money, then it 
would be justified -- such as a Police Station. It is a matter of 
economy to the town as a whole. 
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Selectman Swartwood: ive were happy when this possibility came up. I think the 
economics of renovating this building has been proved by the feasibility 
study and the economics of building a new Police Station, there is no question 
about it, this is more feasible. It costs less and you get more space. We 
are very happy with this situation. If it is still available, there is no 
question that the three of us wholeheartedly would like to make it a Police 
Station. The economics from our standpoint are fairly obvious. More 
economic both ways for the general government and the school. 


Selectman Dumont: Can you come up with a dollars and cents presentation to document 
the fact that it is an economically desirable meve to make? At least before 
Town Meeting time. 


School Committee: I think you should hear a part of it now. The School Committee 
wants to bring this before the town. There are too many factors involved 
here that are outside our jurisdiction. For instance, do we need a Police 
Station? I am not questioning it. But that is a question outside our 
jurisdiction. There are four classrooms down there. ‘When you talk about 
building a Police Station or a school or anything, essentially what you are 
doing is you are adding to the amount of public building space in the town, 
We are talking about the area of four classrooms...whether it be Police 
space or school space. If we build that footage as school space we can get 
assistance. A classroom is costing us a net of between $50,000-60,000. 

So, for four classrooms, it would say, we could estimate $225,000. If we 
were to propose the addition of four classrooms to one of our schools and 
could get the state to go along with it, in the first place we would vropose 
that of this $225,000, 100,000 be taken out of stabilization funds. We 
propose that the other’ $125,000 preferably be raised from taxation but if 
not, through a bond issue. That means by doing it that way, the state will 
match up to $100,000 of anything that is taken out of the stabilization 
funds for school purposes,, and that is for school purposes only, no other 
type of withdrawal from stabilization funds...The State will also pay about 
40% of the cost. Forty per cent of $225,000 is say, roughly, $85,000. So, 
you could get another $85,000 from the State, or in other words, realize 
State participation in that project of 225,000, the State would participate 
$185,000. That leaves you the difference of say $40,000 plus interest charges 
1f you took out a bond issue. That looks very good, but we should not be 
mislead by it. In the first place, it is very unlikely that the State would 
approve an addition project on one of our schools for merely four classrooms. 
If we ask them to approve any type of project the first thing they do is to 
put your proposal on the table. They look at Southboro as a whole. They 
look at your total educational situation. Then they come up with a proposal. 
They might propose that we need an addition on Finn, a new elementary school, 
anew junior high school...It is very unlikely they would agree to participate 
on the basis of only four classrooms. The figures that are given you of 
$185,000 on $225,000 on thst basis is somewhat distorted. You still would 
get matching funds of $100,000 and still get your 40%. There are other 
things to be considered. 


Question: If the State turns you down, and the town insisted on four classrooms, 
and the State insisted that we were not going to build four classrooms, then 
where would we be? 
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school Committee: You could get the $100,000 from the Stabilization Fund but you 
could not get your 40%. So your cost would then be $125,000 straight from 
the town, which in the long run might be what you wanted to do. 


There are other problems. We have been, for the last two years, under very heavy 
pressure to propose regionalization K-12. If we were to do that, then instead of 
paying 40% for an addition to the school, the State will pay 65%. They also will 
pick up 100% of your transportation bill over a mile and a half from the school, 
whereas now they only pick uv 50%. They will pay 100% of all architectural and 
planning costs, whereas now they do not as long as we remain as an individual school 
district. we should realize that there are additional monies to be realized, 
gained and received if we were to rerionalize K through 12. On the other side of 
the coin, what are the disadvantages? If we institute a kindergarten, if the town 
accepts the proposition of a kindergarten this year, and if the Peters School is 
turned into a Police Station, we will need additional school space by September 
1972. ‘we would have to start planning it by next annual town meeting at the very 
latest and preferably we should get some planning money at a special town meeting 
later in the year, say October. I have already written a letter to the Advisory 
Board asking them to ee. $50,000 of surplus funds and hold it aside against the 
possibility that we might need a special town meeting, might need the proposed 
planning money. If we give up Peters School we are very shortly going to have to 
start, and particularly if the town accepts kindergarten, planning for more school 
Spacee If we did not give up Peters School, we could go until September 1973. 
Peters School would probably make the difference of one year. That is all it 
would make. If kindergarten is not accepted this year, it has to by State Mandate 
be accepted by 1973. By September of 1973 we have got to have additional school 
space in order to maintain the ?(types of ...)? we presently have. 


There is one other problem. We plan that Woodward should be a middle school, 
that it should accommodate the 6%, 7%, and 3t grades. Woodward holds about 450 
students. By looking at the grade population, the total number of children in 
each grade, at the present time, and then projecting those children into the 
future, we can see how many children would be involved in the 6%, 7% and 8tr 
grades + say in 1974 or 1975. The children who are now in the first, second 
and third grades are the children who will be in the sixth, seventh, and eighth 
grades in 1975. This has us worried. By projecting those figures, we can see 
that there are more than 450 students in the present first, second and third 
grades. ‘ihen they reach ‘Joodward, two weeks ago there were 466, my guess is 
they will number around 500. That means that we would probably not be able to 
accommodate them in an accreditable middle school program in Woodward School. 
There are several possible solutions that we should be aware of: 

Solution 1: Keep Peters Annex as a part of the Woodward School complex, 
to use it as part of the middle school and let children walk back and forth. 
I don't think from an educational point of view that this is a very feasible 
Situatione Because it means from 10 o'clock to 11 o'clock a.m. a child might 
have to put on goloshes and raincoats, or what have you, or more likely dash out 
without doing it, and run up to Peters for an hour. In the middle school the 
children will move around much as they do in the high school. Having children 
continually moving back and forth between Peters and loodward is perhaps possible 
but I don't think very practical. 
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Solution 2: Add on to Voodward. This doesn't seem very practical at the present 
time because of the size of the grounds there but it is an obvious possibility. 

Solution 3: Make vYoodward into an elementary school and build a new middle 
school or a new junior high school which would be an accepted proposition. The 
expense there might be alleviated to some extent by rerionalization K-le which may 
be forced on us anyway. Those are some of the alternatives. 


I think that before the people vote on this issue, that is why we don't want to take 
a precise position on it, they should understand all of these various factors that 
enter into this. 


Chairman Swartwood: I notice that if Peters Annex were retained by the School 
Committee for school purposes that at least by 19745 we then would be getting 
another letter saying we don't think we are going to use it and we are back 
in the same ball vark only we have been delayed two years. 


School Committee: The history of the old Peters High School. Peters High School 
was torn down because of the fact that it was left empty, and an empty 
building goes to rot best as an unoccupied building. The roof was leaking, 
they had some vandalism, and they just let it go, and they eventually tore it 
down. And this building (Peters Annex) is going to be empty next year. 


Chairman Swartwood: I think your presentation is completely objective. I think 
it pives everyone an opportunity to know all the facts. I think it is from 
an economic standpoint of the town to utilize this proverty this year. 


Question: What was the projected cost of the new Police Station? 
Answer: $160,000. 
Chairman Swartwood: That is without a piece of land. 


Chairman Swartwood introduced a new subject - a meeting the Selectmen had with the 
Board of Assessors, Treasurer, and the Advisory Committee to try to get some sort 

of estimate of what the tax increase would be this year. They took the Town 

Warrant and went through every item, picking out items that they felt could wait 

a year or so. As a result they came up with a possible decrease, if the people 
voted it, of between $100,000 and $113,000 that could be deleted in the expenditures 
this year. Tre Selectmen then proceeded to go over the budgets of the departments 
under their control to see if there were any items which could wait another year. 

Tt was found there wasn't much that could be deleted. Chairman Swartwood asked the 
School Committee to please co over their budget once more to see if they could possibly 
delete around $40,000, which is about ho of their budget. This would be a savings 
to the taxpayer of $1 on the tax rate. 


The School Committee agreed to go over their budget but doubted whether they could 
possibly delete ‘40,000. 


Kindergarten issue was discussed. If Kindergarten were voted down, there would be 
three empty rooms. They would still have to be heated. The School Committee felt 
it would be uneconomical not to start Kindergarten this year. The whole school 
system would be upgraded by starting Kindergarten this year, stated the School 
Committee. 
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Chairman Swartwood in answer to a question, stated there will be monitors and 
counters in each classroom during Town Meeting to count the votes.

Mr. Chisholm: It is over here for now on this other land of ours. Going to be 
used for fill after it dries out. Not in the parking areas or in the 


leaching lines. 


Chairman Dumont: ‘where is the approximate location of this particular area in 
relation to the actual Industrial Park? 


Mr. Chisholm: This lot, here, is Ingersoll Rand. This is the end of our property, 
beyond Deerfoot Road, quite a ways up on the right-hand side. 


Chairman Dumont: That's that low wooded area, what was a wooded area, where 
you have done a lot of cutting down? 


Mr. Chisholm: We have cut along the base here and back... le are cutting the 
trees and burning them, stumps and everything else. 
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Selectman Bartolini: What type of fill are you using’? 
Mr. Chisholm: In the building, it is gravel. There is a lot of clay. We are 
. putting in all eravel. ‘le cannot put the fill that we are now using. We 
had to have a compaction test. I don't know whether the town requires that 
or whether the builder requires it. 


Selectman Bartolini: The Building Inspector questions the stability of the ground. 
Are you taking this fill from other parts of the property? 


Mr. Chisholm: Yes. From the big hill near the isso Station. 
Selectman-Bartolini: I see preparation for an 18" main going underground--Turnpike? 


Mr. Chisholm: If it is, it was an accident. This was done here so we could get 
the trucks in here. 


Selectman Bartolini: Do you have an 18" culvert there? 
Mr. Chisholm: There is one here. 

Selectman Bartolini: It isn't being cut off? 

Mr. Chisholm: No. 


Selectman Bartolini: What arrangements have you made to get the water down to that 
culvert? How is the water going to get to that? 


Mr. Chisholm: We are going to put a pipe here. It is a proposed 18'' concrete 
drain out to our property line with a manhole here because of the angle. 


Selectman Bartolini: Do you havee.. 

Mr. Chisholm: Do you mean the original topo? 

Selectman Bartolini: Noee. 

Mr. Chisholm: Right, it is right here. 

Selectman Bartolini: ...You are going from 350 down to 334 we. 


Mr. Chisholm: ‘This is 314 here. They assume this lot is running down right into 
this manhole, this drain here." 


Selectman Bartolini: You have a certain amount of water oe. that culvert there 
is more than adequate to take the water across Route 9 ... provision to take 
it from the back lot down to there, 


Mr. Chisholm: For this lot that we are building on here? 


Selectman Bartolini: You have an 15" culvert here, 30" steel pipe, right? These 
two pieces of pipe take all the water ... making a drainage ditch through 
here -- goes into here. Sometimes later you have to know what the drainage 
plan is, you will have to have one in connection with the building. What 
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you have here will certainly not take care of it after you have taken all the trees 
downe The run-off will be greater than it is right now. ...a receiving basin... 2 4 
| 
Mr. Chisholm: Back to here it is all level. It is the same elevation. ..»JIt is 

all wet back here. 


Selectman Bartolini: Right now you have to recede an area for water - going back 
that waye lventually it is going to work its way down here. eo.» You 
will have to have greater drainage than you have now. ‘What you are 
doing is diverting the water. Where are you going to put it? ‘what 
you are. saying’ here -is:fine.. Quite frankly, you are not prepared.. 
What you have here is sufficient but he (Cosmo Caterino) should have 
gone much further. 


Chairman Dumont: As far as I am concerned, filling in that particular area right 
now isn't going to ultimately affect conditions on Route 9 unless no 
further provisions are made beyond this point, right? 


Selectman Bartolini: It won't affect it at this time. It will be affected at the 
end of the finished product. 


Chairman Dumont: Have we issued a drainage plan for this area? 


Selectman Bartolini: It was done by the State. ‘when he goes into building, he 
will have to have it. The State won't be satisfied until it is done.

Selectmen proceeded to sign Treasury Warrant #13 in the of $56,620.06. 


Memorandum to go to Insurance Committee (Lamy Realty & Insurance Agency and C. E. 
Williams Insurance Agency, Inc.) asking whether the accident policy covering 
police and fire only covers up to age 60. Since there is a question about re- 
tirement at age 65, is this compatible with the Town's present retirement program? 


7:45 p.em. Selectman Louis Bartolini arrived at this time. 


8:06 p.m. Selectmen met with Mr. Robert L. Wessa of the New England Telephone 
Company regarding the use of kmergency Number 911. 


Mr. Wessa made several points supporting the town using 911: 


It is not designed to replace the operator when you dial zero, nor the 
individual numbers of the Police Department and Fire Department. It is 
designed to make it easier for citizens who request emergency aid. 


Objectives of 911: 


Basically: 1. Speed 3. Accuracy 
2. Reliability 4, Simplicity 


When an individual is faced with an emergency, his first thought is, "\vho 

do I call?" When it is a fire, you naturally call the Fire Department. 

For a burglary, the Police Department. But, suppose your child swallows 

some kind of poison. Who would you call? The idea of 911 is to have someone 
on duty on a 24-hours' basis who would do the thinking for a panic-stricken 
citizen. They, in turn, would contact the appropriate agency to dispatch 
whatever assistance is required. 


Emergency Number 911 is set up so that there will not be a charge to the 
calling party. In the area of public telephones, there is a long-range 
program to arrange all public telephones so that the citizen can dial either 
zero for operator or 911 without the use of a coin. This won't be readily 
available in this area, but will be sometime after 911 is implemented. 


There are cost quotes by the municipality...In the central office...has to 
be rearranged so that when the citizen dials 91l, that call is routed toa 
particular agency in town. These equipment costs are borne by the Telephone 
Company. Nationally...system is spending something like 50 million dollars 
across the United States for our service -~- New England $6,000,000. The 
equipment arrangement at the municipal answering point is charged for at 
under existing...rates. In other words, we charge the cheapest rate of 
service. Southboro, which has two locations (fire and police), comparing 

it to some of the smaller towns, might have to pay $45 or $50 a month. This 
cost of $45 or $50 could possibly be reduced by the elimination of some of 
these lines that the fire and police have now. That is up to the Fire Chief 
and the Police Chief. 
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Where should the call be answered? The Bell System has conducted studies and 
about 80% of all the calls for assistance are police oriented. The other 20% 
are for fire, ambulances and poison control or whatever the case may be. Be- 
tween the Fire and Police Departments, they have to agree on how they are 

going to handle these calls. For example, in the City of Springfield, all the 
calls are initially answered at the Police Station. However, the Fire Depart- 
ment have two...facilities, exacting the same as the Police for calling, so 
that if it is a call requiring fire assistance, there is a ‘hot line’ between 
the police answering the emergency call and the fire station. Once the police 
returns the fire call, he just picks up on the ‘hot line' and relays the 
message, such as call on line 3, or something to that effect, to the Fire 
Department. The first thing is to establish a common answering point. 
(Discussion here) Also recommended is an answering point, something on the 

idea of Civil Defense bomb shelter where an open line can be had, when all 
phone service is out. Call-party hold is an arrangement where the emergency 
center can, in a sense, indefinitely hold the line if the situation where they 
want to for some reason or other, trace back to see where the call came from. 
For instance in a bomb scare, it can be arranged with the central office to 
trace this call back even though the calling party has hung up the 'phone. It 
is possible to do it now as long as the calling party does not hang up. Suppose 
Someone wanted to rob a bank or a gas station, or something like that, and they 
wanted to prevent the police department from finding out about this robbery. 
They could get together at a group of pay stations, call all the numbers of the 
police department, keep them busy so that any succeeding person can't get in 
because of the busy conditions.Emergency Number 911 prevents that. As soon as 
the police department receives a call, or rather the emergency center receives 
a call, and the emergency center hangs up, that line is ready for the next call. 
Who do you call if you see someone drowning in a pond somewhere. You really 
don't know. Emergency Number 911 is to take the burden of thinking away from 
the panic-stricken citizen. Have him let us know about it and we'll do the 
thinking for him. We will contact the proper agency. 


In the case of an emergency now a citizen has to: (1) find a telephone, 
(2) look up the right number or ask the telephone operator to do so, then (3) 
dial the number. This all takes time. 


There are some areas where there are a lot of people who can't speak English. 
Can you imagine a Spanish immigrant, Cuban or whatever he may be, coming into 
this country and trying to talk to a telephone company operator who can't 
understand what his particular problem is. 


Memo to go to the Police Chief and the Fire Chief re: emergency telephone number 911 
asking them for a report recommending the use of 911 and asking them both to please 
attend a meeting at 8 pom., April 7, to draw some conclusions on the use of this number.

Once these problems have been explored, everyone is to meet again and 
discuss proper action.

9:56 peme Selectmen met with Mr. Paul Boyer (Sr. and Jr.) Mr. Boyer stated he 

owned property on Route 9. He owns the house on it, has his own franchise. 
He needs a Class I Delaer's License. Wants this property for a business address and 
a showroom for hearses and ambulances. There will be no walk-in trade. Mr. Boyer 
stated he has never applied for a Class I License in any other town. Within a year 
or two, if it is feasible, he would like to tear the house down, take the hill down, 
and put up a building to house perhaps a half-dozen cars, maybe a place to repair 
one car. Most of the body work is done by outside shops. Mr. Boyer was advised by 
the Board that they would take this request under advisement and that the zoning 
question should be considered, and various steps to be taken in this request. 
Selectman Bartolini stated that this matter would have to be taken up with the 
Zoning Board of Appeals to see if it is offensive or detrimental to the neighborhood.

(This 8:30 p.m. appointment was originally made by one, 
Robert H. Perkins and he did not state the reason for his 
appointment with the Board.) The granted Petition was 
read aloud by Chairman Dumont and discussion followed 
with the residents of Flagg Road, (this was not a hearing) 
Decision of Board of Appeals filed today (March 31, 1970).

Chairman Dumont further explained this is an 
opportunity for the residents of the area in a public form, 
to hear this opinion of the decision and to ask questions 
about it and to pursue whatever recourse they have as 
citizens, to get clarification, but the Board has no power 
to act on this matter. Selectman Bartolini, after 
checking the Statute, made the following statement: 
"Abutters do not have to be notified as it is published 
in the paper". 
Discussion followed...as to whether or not there would be 
built there a Motel as was previously said would be built, 
never heard of a motel being built behind a gasoline 
station..eetc.e. Dimensions of Industrial Parks discussed..e 
traffic problems discussed, all relating to their dis- 
approval of this gasoline station.

8:00 p.m. Hearing re: Cosmo-Linsey Co., 39 Emerson Road, Waltham, for use of land 

on Route 9, "Belmont Street" for a filling station by Humble Oil Co. 

Present were representatives from the area in question, John 8. Hally 

(attorney from Boston, representing Cosmo-Linsey through Humble Oil & 
Refinery), Mr. Don Thibeault (of Humble's New York office), and Mr. John Smith 
(engineer from the Real Estate Department), Mr. Cosmo Caterino, E. L. Kenny (of 
Humble Oil. Others present from the Flagg Road area were: Paul M. Patterson, 
Jacob J. Walter, John A. Trogolo, Robert Perkins, Louis Trogolo, Gerald &. Barr, 
Norman D. Smith, James P. Murphy, and Benjamin Heiten. 


Chairman Dumont: "The Selectmen's Office finally filed this notice. Was not notified 
and was not aware that the suit had been filed in connection with the decision of 
the Board of Appeals. Since such Bill in Equity has been filed in the Superior 
Court, Worceste; it is my understanding that certain limitations are placed upon 
this particular proceeding this evening. As I see it, we have three alternatives - 
(1) we may give you, the Petitioners (Cosmo-Linsey) leave to withdraw without 
prejudice to some future date at which time litigation will not be pending; 

(2) we may suspend this Hearing to a date subsequent to final determination of 
the Court case, or (3) we could hold this Hearing and withhold decision pending 
resolution of the court case. Those are our options as the Board of Selectmen 
in connection with this particular matter, since there has been a Bill of Equity 
filed in this connection. Do you Petitioners have any particular preference?" 


John 2. Hally: Mr. Chairman, our preference would be to go ahead and present our 
case to you and have you hold it (decision of the Selectmen) in abeyance -- the 
third alternative. If the abutting land owners, who I assume wish to speak in 
opposition, have any different views, they can speak for themselves. 


Chairman Dumont: As long as you understand, and as long as there is no action taken 
here tonight that would prejudice in any way the case pending before the court, 
and that would relate more to your problem than ours, I would think we could 
proceed to hold the Hearing as long as you clearly understand that no action 
regarding it will be taken until the matter in the courts has been resolved. 


Mr. Hally: ...lhat is what I understood the situation to be and I don't think there 
could be any prejudice to us in the court proceeding... 


Chairman Dumont: I would like to confer briefly with the Town Counsel before we 
proceed any further.

We will now hold a Hearing for a gasoline storage permit with the understanding 
that no final decision will be made by the Selectmen. 
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Frederick A. Busconi: "I represent Mr. Robert Perkins and several others who are 

(of Pine, Busconi & abutters. I would like to go on record, on their behalf, as 

Bonaccorso, Boston) saying that under General Laws, Chapter 148, as I under- 
stand it, that neither Mr. Perkins nor several other abutters 
ever received notice as a prerequisite to the holding of this 
Hearing. I object strenuously to its being held at the 
present time." 


Chairman Dumont: ‘Mr. Busconi, it is my understanding that the petitioners in this 
situation, or the applicant, are required by G. L. Chapter 148 to 
give that notice. The first thing we do in such a Hearing is to 
ask them to present evidence of such notice having been given. 
Therefore, that is what I shall proceed to do at this point. 
Would the petitioners, or applicant, who called for this gasoline 
permit indicate the procedures which they followed in this 
particular situation." 


Mr. Hally: ''There was a publication in the Worcester Telegram & Gazette. I think 
the Chairman has the tear sheet on that and can confirm, as required by the 
statute. ‘So far as service, I have here and would hand to the Board the 
certified mail receipts representing all of the certified mail notices which 
we sent out. There are approximately 19 in number and in addition I would 
hand you the registered mail, certified mail receipts we got back on every one 
of those except one. I think that was someone named McCarroll on Blackthorn 
Drive. I did not personally handle the mailing but the list was taken from 
the Assessors' list and was done by Mr. George Halpin of Humble Oil...It is my 
information that we did service the abutters, and indeed more, people across 
the street and in the general vicinity...The statute reads all owners of real 
estate abutting on said land or directly opposite such land on any private or 
public street." 


Chairman Dumont: "Can I read into the record the following people who were notified?

Mr. Hally: "This property is located on Route 9 in the Town, at the junction of 
Route 9 and Flagg Road, north side. You have read the application and this 
land is in an industrial district that permits the operation of a gasoline 
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Mr. Hally: service station together with certain other uses such as lumber yards, 
(cont.) restaurants, or place of assembly. With permission of the Board of 
Appeals, we applied to the Board of Appeals some weeks ago and as the 

Chairman himself observed at the beginning of these proceedings, a permit was 
duly granted by the Board of Appeals, a unanimous decision by the Board's 
four members present. the night of the application and the Hearing under which 
our permit was approved subject to said conditions, and I represent that we 
will apply with those conditions fully. The other issue before the Board, as I 
understand it, is essentially the question of petroleum storage in the tanks 
both underground and above ground, the quantity is cited in the license of the 
permit application; and further that essentially that question is one of 
safety and essentially a matter of fire safety because as you will observe, 
the Statute provides that the only method of appeal, direct appeal, from your 
decision is to the State Fire Marshall, thereby indicating quite clearly that 
the principle issue before the Board is the question of fire hazard... I have 
here material which was presented to the Zoning Board of Appeals in which I 
am happy to make available to you for your records. I have here a small scale 
plot plan of the approximate 36,000 sq. ft. on which the service station is to 
be located out of a total of eight acres which Humble Oil & Refining has under 
conditional Purchase & Sales Agreement from the Petitioner Cosmo-Linsey Co., 
but we are talking tonight about an area of 240 by 250 about 36,000 sa. ft. I 
also have here a small scale rendering and a larger scale rendering which was 
exhibited before the Hearing. This shows the service station on Route 9, the 
authorized curb cut authorized by the Commissioner of Public Works under their 
rules of Curb Cuts on the approach to route ways on #495. I hate them to say 
that, insofar as that rending also shows a rendering of a motel development 
on a portion of the remainder of the eight acres that this is not part of our 
application but mentioned before the Board in the interest of completeness 
that we agreed before the Board of Appeals and they agreed with us that it 
was wt properly part of the issue before them and we would say the same here. 
It is not part of the issue before you, but all the rendering was there. Now 
I also have, I can't let the Board keep it, but will be glad to show it to the 
Board, a closer actual photoBraph of the exterior of the station constructed 
in a fashion which I believe will comply with the conditions of the Zoning 
Board of Appeals as conform to the, somewhat to the sketch shown on the ren- 
dering. This is an actual photograph of an identical station constructed in 
in the Town of Northborough and recently opened. Now, I think I have covered 
the area in question and the location of the locus. I would direct my 
attention primarily to the two principle issues that the Board might be con- 
cerned with - the fire hazard, if any, and possibly the question of traffic. 
Now, in regard to the fire hazard, of course, my clients have been over the 
years, before Licensing Authorities and Boards of Selectmen on a number of 
cases of this nature, and statistics have been compiled by the gasoline 
industry which demonstrates that the fire hazard on a service station is 
actually very remote indeed. The Associations of Fire Underwriters insurance 
agents issue insurance to the service stations at rates which are below the 
applicable ordinary commercial pronerties, such as doctors offices. The 
incidents of fire in the underground tanks or other facilities of the service 
stations is so low that statistics and studies made actually domt record any, 
according to my information, fires in inground tanks. 


So far as traffic goes, studies have been made in at least two cities, 
the City of Buffalo and the City of Detroit. They showed one pedestrian in 
the street for every 102.6 million cars entering a service station. This is 
urban traffic downtown. One vehicle accident for every 5 million cars 
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Mr. Hally: entering or leaving a station. Re: Fire insurance and fire hazard, from 
(cont.) data compiled by the National Fire Protection Association shows the. 
service stations have a better fire record than do restaurants and schools. 
Service stations show a rate of incidents from fires one-half the record as 
schools, stores, apartments and office buildings...Only churches have fire rates 
comparable to service stations. Insurance industry reflecting these facts expend 


service stations a rate of 35 cents for a hundred dollar value which is much 
lower rate than the premium charge for restaurants, stores, etc. ... To repeat, 


a study in Detroit in 1960 by the Police Department showed pedestrians in the 
street at service stations from cars entering one in every 102.6 million--vehicles 
1 for every 5 million cars entering or leaving service stations. A study in 
Buffalo, New York, showed that of 51 thousand automobiles accidents reported 
in the city during a seven year period, 11 occurred on service station pronerty 
and 29 involved cars entering or leaving service stations so that we feel these 
statistics which represent actual hard experience over the years will demonstrate 
that there is no serious fire hazard and there is no serious traffic hazard. 
Insofar as it may be suggested here, as it was sugrested before the Board of 
Zoning Appeals, that the traffic exiting from the service station in this 
particular location on this route would be more apt to create a traffic hazard 
than perhaps a service station located elsewhere, I would point out that the 
other types of usage permitted under the Industrial District zoning would be 
equally, if nor more, calculated to have greater flows of traffic or at least 
equal flows of traffic to that of a service station. ...The entrance to the 
station will be on an exit to the easterly end of the station on Route 9 but 
the exit from the station will be via a road which is going to be part of the 
general road servicing the office park to the north...That road has been de- 
veloped with proper curb cuts and approval of Department of Public Works and 
will permit a more gradual rate of exit from the station that might be otherwise 
oe eby exiting along a curb cut exit right on the station frontage itself. So, 
actually the traffic exit from this station will be emulated as against what 
might be expected along a more typical station location. I think...l have 
covered essentially all of the matters that are relevant. I have an engineer, 
Mr. Smith, and one of our real estate representatives from New York who could 
answer any further questions and I would be happy to answer any questions my- 
self at this time. Also have Mr. Cosmo Caterino, an official of the Cosmo- 
Linsey Coe, whom I am sure the Board knows, who is very active in the develop- 
ment of property of the Town and is thoroughly familiar with the location and 
the various aspects involved - both now and in the future." 


Chairman Dumont: "Since the whole matter is being done under the Zoning Board of 
Appeals' decision which has in it a variety of restrictions, it might be in 
order to address ourselves to those matters with regard to this application in 
relation to those restrictions, that the Zoning Board of Appeals has indicated 
in its decision, whether that decision is upheld or not, let's assume it is 
upheld, whatsoever happens here has to relate to what this decision requires." 


Chairman Dumont then read parts of the decision by the Zoning Board of Appeals that 
were relevant to this Hearing - storage, landscaping, waste disposal storage tanks, 


burning of rubbish, cleaning of engines, etc.

It was pointed out to John R. Hally, Esquire, attorney for the 


petitioners, that there were only four members of the Board present, and 
thet for the permit to be granted, it was required that there be an 
affirmative vote 6f all four members of thie Board; the attorney and his 


principals then withdrew to consider the matter and returned and elected 


to proceed with a four-member Board. 
Speaking in favor of the proposal, in addition to John R. Hally, 


were several employees of Fumble Oil Company, and Cosmo J.Caterino, an

‘owner of Cosmo-—Linsey Comnany. A number of persons, including various 
abutters, apneared in oprosition, and prior to.hearing the Board received

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Attorney Hally: ''...as I said at the outset, it is the intention of the company to 
comply with these restrictions. In listening to the Chairman read these 
restructions, I sugerest in my mind one further aspect of this on which I might 
make a comment, and that is so-called edited factors - aspects. I don't 
believe that's the proper fact that is before the Board, or significant fact 
before the Board, in any way. It was touched on lightly before the Board of 
Zoning Appeals and the subject of water...But in any event, in view of the 
restrictions that are being imposed...no cleaning by certain means, no tow 
trucks, hours of operation, only light maintenance. It is obvious that large 
Significant areas of service stations rranted operation...eand ours will not be 
ensaged in volume, this particular station to the extent that there wasn't any 
competitive impact. ...'! 


selectman McAuliffe: "Could you point out where Belmont Street is?" 
Answer: It would have to be Route 9. 


Chairman Dumont: 'In other words, it is the Worcester Belmont Street extending to... 
Is it called Belmont Street in Westboro?!! 


Answer: Near Clifford Street, it is called just Route 9. 


Mr. Busconi: "There is a very substantial cut into the bank at Flagg Road. For 
what it was worth, we felt that that cut and the grade up to the cut and then 
down to the road afforded protection of view and to the houses on Flagg Road. 
Certainly this is incidential, we might way...and would not be visable and we 
indicated to the Board...that we had no intention of changing or developing the 
Slope or grade particularly." 


Question: (inaudible) 


Answer: <As part of a lot there, acreage, approximately eight acres which we have 
under contract with him but that will be single zoned. 


Mr. Thibeault: ‘There is no diesel fuel...if I can just digress for just a minute, 
Humble Oil & Refining Co. feel that...stock market...common market...'Je have 
never enjoyed or any.-..and this development is designed primarily...'!

Mr. Hally: ''I think we were vague about taxes, local taxes are not a pleasant 
topic. We have no anticipation about any difficulties with the Assessors in 
working out a fair valuation. A valuation based on a substantial investment 
in it and that is certainly one factor in my mind as an attorney, and also in 
the mind of Mr. Thibeault...It is clear it is a substantial investment..." 


Voice: Having in mind this is less than a one-acre lot that the investment on it 
would be comparable to virtually anything else that would be on an area that 
size. 


More discussion followed re future costs, etc.,values, etc. and future happenings. 


Mr. Busconi: "G. L. Chapter 148, Section 13 and I think that is the applicable 
Statute that, ‘also by the applicant registered mail not less than seven 
days prior to such hearing to all owners abutting on said land or directly 
opposite said land.' J represent Robert Perkins who owns the house at 75 
Flage Road and let me refer to the plan again of the Humble Oil & Refining 
Co. Mr. Perkins owns a piece of property which is about 100 feet up Flagg 
noad from the property. I also represent Mr. W. Burton Gilson who owns 
property and who is the nearest abutter to the gas tank. They did not receive 
a registered letter.

Mr. Busconi: ''Then, why were notices sent to other people living farther from the 
station location? Maybe the Honorable Judge will explain what Standard Oil Co.

Chairman Dumont: "This is a matter which relates to the responsibility of the 
applicant to the Petitioner." 


Mr. Busconi: I absolutely agree and I think the applicant has avoided sending notices. 
eool have Mr. Perkins here who can testify where he lives. 


Town Counsel Brewin: I know where he lives, but does he abut in any way Mr. Linsey's 
land? 


Mr. Busconi: Mr. Gilson does abut the property. 
Town Counsel: My opinion as Town Counsel, the only people who were entitled to 


notice were the people on this plan, directly opposite the service station on 
Route 9 under the Statute. Legally required to send notice to. 
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Mr. Busconi: I would like to ask for the record that these are the very same 
people that have brought suit against this applicant in the Superior Court 
in Worcester.

Mr. Caterino: We came down here and got a list of the abutters before the suit 
was filed...Ihere was no one left out deliberately. 


Attorney Hally: I had a conversation with Mr. Halpin (Humble Cil) and he stated 
that there was no suit as the time had expired. I understand the suit was 
filed the last day. He was not aware of this at the time he talked with me. 
Knowing Mr. Halpin who has been doing this sort of thing over the years 
(preparing for hearings, sending out notices to abutters, etc., for the Humble 
Oil & Refining Co.), I know that anyone not receiving a notice, it was an 
innocent error and I believe the attorney for the Petitioners can understand 
this, a human error. | 


ir. Busconi: We are here because we received notice on a Sunday from another abutter 
as to the time of this hearing. I sent a letter to the Board of Selectmen 
notifying them that we wanted a cancellation of the hearing because we did not 
receive notice and because we are here to protect our rights, and in accordance 
we do not abdicate from any position we might hold here as we did not receive 
notice.

The Petition stated that "on February 18, 1970, a total of 
fourteen car carriers traveled this road between 8 and 8:30 A. M. " The 
Petition further explained the anxiety of the parents of those children who have 
to wait for school buses on Southville Road both near the Westborough Line and 
the Ashland Line, as well as in between. They were most concerned especially 
during vacation periods, since the car carrier traffic "continues throughout

What I'd do is buy, which I figured would be cheaper, 
the kind of fencing I would have to do, and the location involved, 
would be the web, nylon strapping, it is very light and very secure 
and one cannot fall through it. A lot of peopse use this in winter 
too but my pool has the solid cover. 


Selectman Bartolini: Do you have any shrubs or rose bushes or rose fence bush? 
Mr. Burnett: There is hedge, it is in back, there is a terrace there. 


Chairman Dumont: The primary intent of this By-law would relate to thickly settled 
areas where large numbers of children live.

order to facilitate and improve the water flow and drainage thereof." 


Since the Hearing was advertised, the Selectmen received a letter dated 
September 11 from Powers & Hall stating the subject property has been 
transferred from Roger B. Hunt, et al, Trustees, to Western Llectric 
Co., Inc. This letter is to be considered as an amendment to the above 
petition setting forth the correct owner of this property.

A large plan was placed before everyone as Mr. Bailey spoke. 


Andrew C. Bailey: N\ir. Bailey stated that there are four areas 
designated for some work to be done. "Area 1, next to Route JY, 
adjacent to Crandall-Hicks property, is the proposed access 
driveway from Route 9 into the Western Electric property. In 
this area two c4" diameter culverts will be installed to take 
the drainage flow coming from this side. There is already water 
in this area fronting Route 9. It is the proposal of Western 
slectric to clean up this area so that there will be some flow 
of water instead of a dead pond or swamp-like area that is now 
there. We do want to drain this area...There will be more of a 
ditch. There will be work done on the ditch area to channel 
the water into the area marked '4' which is the rear access 
driveway, and here again there will be installed a single cul- 
vert with a 42" diameter. ... The general theory on the develop- 
ment of this area is the development, installation of the ware- 
house, the parking areas and the driveway will NOT increase the 
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flow of water in this area one bit. In fact, we predict that 

the improvements here, by putting in a large lawn area around 

the outside perimeter of the development, will increase the 
drainage that is in this area now. It cannot be done now be- 
cause it is dead water. It is not draining any way. We 

believe that by developing this area, by controlling the flow 

of water that comes off the roof by automatic valves, that we will 
reduce, if anything, the flow of water coming in this direction 
down here. We do not think there will be any adverse affect at 
all. It will be a benefit to the whole area." 


"We reviewed the plans with the Department of Natural Resources 
for the Commonwealth. This was done today. They had only two 
comments: l. They wanted to make sure that we had adequate 
protection for é¢atching o11 sludge that comes off parking areas. 
We are doing this for all areas. 2. They wanted us not to put 
any salt on the parking areas and we have agreed to do that." 


Robert E. Hoss: "Can you explain how the drainage comes from up 
further on Route 9 from the Cosmo-Linsey property? I would like 
to know how it runs down on both sides of Route 9 and how the 
culverts act going under Route 9." 


Vr. Bailey: "There are three culverts in herenow that comes across 
Route 9 - one is here, another down here, and there is another 
on property which we do not own." 


Paul O'Connell: ..."The water on the other side of the street is 
essentially stagnant. ‘hat you propose to do here will alleviate 
some of this situation, particularly by causing or creating 
flowage of water in that direction." 


Mir. Bailey: "It will create more land than is there now by draining." 


Mr. O'Connell: "That comment really answers my question. Will it be 
necessary to, in addition to these ditches, fill in any land in 
here or regrade or, in other words, it seems to me that this is 
a kind of a diffused wet area. Will the creation of ditches of 
themselves tend to dry out the area?" 


Mr. Bailey: "It will. It will draw it right down. We believe that 
by deepening this ditch here, it will just take the water level 


down." 

Mr. O'Connell: "How much regrading does this involve other than 
culvert laying and ditch digging." 

Mir. Bailey: "None. There will be some, of course, here, in the area 
that we are developing..." 

Mir. O'Connell: "I mean with respect to your water area." 

Mr. Bailey: "None." 

Chairman Dumont: "You did indicate that you were going to put a lawn 


area up in there." 
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Mir. Bailey: "Phere is going to be lawn around the outside. There will 
be some site work done here anyway...which will be pushed out 
this way." 


Mr. Dumont: "But essentially there will not be any filling, so to 
speak?" 


Nir. Bailey: "No. We propose not to do any filling at all. We may 
scoop out some and backhoe it out." 


Mr. Dumont: "This whole area on this side drains through —- Crystal 
Springs drains through in there. This is only a part of the 
whole drainage pattern." 


Mr. David Pond: "So actually it is a little more than stagnant water." 

Mr. Bailey: "It does move. There is a drainage down there. There 
is a dry brook down here. But there is an awful lot of water 
that has never been drained. It just stays right there perma- 
nently - swamp." 

Mr. Pond: "Wouldn't it be a natural area for a pond to beautify...?" 


Mr. Bailey: "We are going to have a small pond here which we have 
to have for settling purposes...[t is rather a small area. 


John White: "Have you made any measurements of the actual flow from 
CNS: OUGLE Uae.” 


Vr. Bailey: "We have estimates here. We have taken measurements all 
along here." 


Mr. White: "As a result of that, what percentage of increase do you 
anticipate?" 

Mr. Bailey: "None. We anticipate a reduction, if anything." 

Vir. White: What is the purpose of dredging this front area?" 

Mr. Bailey: "We want to improve the area here so that we have less 
swamp. We also want to make sure that the water drains out 


and does not stay there. We want to get some motion going there. 
we want to have a little more usable land here to put ina 

lawn which we can't as long as the water table or the water 

level is up that high. If we deepen this ditch here we are going 
to drag the water down so that we have usable land. At least we 

can put a lawn there." 


Mr. White: "What is your relative elevation between your proposed 
building site and the existing water level now?" 


Mr. Bailey: "Here are the elevations...(Looking at plan) 321, 320, 
324, 4326--These are the existing areas where the building is 
proposed to go. This drops off to 318, 316, 314. This would 
be a little lower here next to the roadway." 
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Mr. White: "How deep do you propose to go?" 

Mr. Bailey: "We don't know." 

Mr. Dumont: "414 is the lowest elevation on the map." 
Mr. Bailey: "Here are some existing drains here at 312." 


Mrs. Katherine Allen: "I hope they are right about that at No. 4, 
but we have seen the water over the road —- our road out 
through there." 


Mr. Bailey: "Where is the road?" 


Mrs. Allen: "Right here. We have a culvert now. JI can show you 
pictures of water over the road there at certain times of 
the year." 


Peter Phaneuf: "The Planning Board has walked this area primarily 
with interest on this side because of the Cosmo-Linsey In- 
dustrial Subdivision. In investigating it, it seemed that the 
water, as you stated, just lay stagnant in here and eventually 
a lot of it bends in back of the Crandall-—Hicks plant. It 
comes back across Route 9 and then toward the Data General 
plant. As you lower and dredge this, are you in essence going 
to attract more water to this area and, therefore, down this 
little brook? Have you anticipated the increase rate of run- 
off that will be coming down from the south side of Route 9 due 
to the development in that area? There is quite a bit of develop- 
ment in process and in an industrial land like that, about 80% 
of the land is taken out of its natural state so consequently if 
you get any kind of rainfall, you will get a pretty serious 
runoff and a fast runoff over a short period of time. Have 
these factors been taken into account in mapping this up?" 


Nr. Bailey: "As you say, 1t would be impossible to take those 
factors into account because we don't know what is going to 
happen. You don't either. We can all speculate that this 
area may be developed. ‘We don't know whether the roofs 
there are going to have control flowage valves off them or not. 
We don't know whether they are going to put in more culverts 
underneath there or not. We believe in taking care of all of the 
existing drainage which can come through those existing culverts. 
You can't get any more than what that culvert will take. That, 
of course, would have an affect upon the speed and the rapidity 
that might eventually come down to your place. At the present 
time, we don't see it as a problem." 


Mr. Phaneuf: "That is assuming those culverts are open. For example, 
there are a couple of them that are actually closed. The ones 
that are open are only about half full..." 


Mr. Bailey: "They are all open but they are half full."

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Mr. Phaneuf: "We could determine no pro or con one way or another but 
this perhaps is going to change that." 


Mr. Bailey: "We hope it will. It doesn't do anyone any good to keep 
that water stagnant." 


Selectman Bartolini: "Have calculations been submitted with the plans 
to show that culverts both at 1 and 4 are adequate for the 
drainage? ..." 


Mr. Bailey: "We have not submitted those figures. We have taken 
figures on the flow." 


Mr. Bartolini: "The reason I asked, I have some plans...across the 
street - one says 30 inch and the other one says 18. The same 
plan, the same day - one says 44 and the other one says 21." 


Mie. Hoss: "If you improve the drainage flow along your property, will 
you be increasing the flow...?" 


Mr. Bailey: "I agree with you to a certain extent, that initially 
when we get rid of the existing water that is there, there is 
eoing to be some additional flowage coming down here temporarily. 
But once this gets down to where the normal depth would be, we 
believe there will be less runoff than there has been in the past 
because there will be more drainage, more land to drain on, and 
the water flow-off will be more controlled because of the control 
valves on the roofs of this building." 


Mr. Pond: "On the west side, what is the plan for drainage and the 
north side." 


Mr. Bailey: "The west here, in this area here, will drain into this 
area. The whole pitch, if you could take a look at these 
elevations, I think you would..." 


Mr. Dumont: "4316 is the furthest one west. We have 316, 318, 320." 


Mr. Bailey: "All this is running down that way. On the north side, 
Similarly. Here we have about 426 dropping off 422, ... We are 
not doing anything in this area. That is remaining the same. 

It will flow down here as it does today. ‘There will be some 
going off this way. ... 326, 424, 422, 420. 318 is the lowest." 


Mr. Dumont: "That is basically going to be the way it 1s now, right?" 


Mr. Bailey: "That will be unchanged." "There is some change - 2 or 
4 feet maybe. We are putting in a disposal system. There is a 
very minor change in that whole area. It will not affect the 
general contour of the land." 


Mr. O'Connell: "Is Area number 4 going to act as a retention area to 
a certain extent? If so, does it, how deep or large will it be, 
and will it have any sluice gates, manual or automatic -- how

does area 4 function in your pettern - Does it function at all 
in controlling the output of water and if so, how?" 


Mr. Bailey: "I would like to pass that question over to Mr. Koepke, 
our western Electric engineer." 


Mir. Koepke: "There is a settling pond that we are going to put in 
here during construction to prevent the flow of the excavated 
dirt from getting back in." 


Mr. O'Connell: "One of the things the Planning Board is concerned 
with is what happens to the water beyond Western Electric. In 
other words, once it gets downstream...1l think it does relate 
to the subject of this Hearing. One of the areas that you 
have here —- Area No. 4 — would appear to be rather than just a pond 
through which the water flows from this drainage area towards 
downstream —- it would possibly be a retention area. If so, 
could you give some information on how it operates in terms of 
sluice ways or not -— perhaps how large or how deep it is — and 
to what extent you anticipate that this area is going to con- 
trol water flow so that we can feel confident as to the fact 
that the output of water downstream will be the same or better, 
as Mr. Bailey indicated, after this goes through rather than..." 


Mr. Bailey: "The purpose of this retention pond is not to control the 
flow. As I have indicated before, our estimates, or rather 
ir. Koepke's estimates, are that the actual flowage of water 
here after we have finished, will be less than it is today." 


Mr. Koepke: "Let me correct something here. We don't say that it 
is less. I am saying first of all, let us find out what our 
flows are. Basically, we have approximately 4/2 acres of paved 
area, and approximately 7 acres of new area. We have approxi- 
mated the water shed area flowing into this pond, brook, at 
about 500 acres.That consists of about a third of it over on 
this side of the road, and about two-thirds of it over on this 
side of the road here. There are three culverts coming under- 
neath this road here. This line here is the water shed area. 
There are three culverts going underneath Route 9 - 30 inch 
culvert here - 18 inch culvert here - and back over in here 
another 40 inch culvert. We tried to check with the State to 
see what type of flows they had cslculated and they have no 
record of what they were shooting for. From our figures we 
estimate 50 cubic feet a second of water if the pipes are 
running full underneath - maximum. This is a clean, open pipe." 


G: "Is that assuming that the land across the street is in a natural 
state or in a semi-developed state?" 


Mr. Koepke: "The figure that I gave you is predicated on how much 
those culverts can pass regardless..." 
Me. Dumont: "Anything more than that, the road would..." 


Mr. Koepke: "Well, it would back out. When you design a culvert, 
you design it as a full flow." 
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"All the downstream culverts, based on the fact that these cul- 
verts coming under Route 9 - they are coming through et full 
capacity - water is coming through them at 6 cubic feet a second 
- all but downstream drainage that you have designed as adequate 
to take care of this?"

Mr. Koepke: "Our parking lots, we have two catch basins in there 
which the State has told us they would want to see the oil 
eraph or grease chart - pollution....which we will put in. The 
rest of the pavement - as the water hits it, there is no control. 
The 7+ acres of roof that we have here, we have an indication 
from the town that we can use the control flow system and that 
will release the water slowly. Two-thirds from the roof dis- 
charges through here coming; into the creek. The other third 
discharges headlong here and down. We have minimized the flow 
of the water on the roof. Basically we know the topography of 
the land here is flat with some amount of hills, which has a runoff 
factor...Sloping area such as we have here with a vertually 
minimum slope would permit absorption by the ground. We have 
improved flow runoff but we have added a certain amount of acreage 
in here, less than 1% of your water shed. We have taken this 
which is a little over 1% to control the level of that. Now it 
is our intent to take this water and pass it down the stream as it 
occurs, not our intent to form any kind of a retaining spot back 
here at all (looking at map). ... 


Nr. O'Connell: I think my individual area concerning the Planning 
Board has been two questions — one pertains to "Can you handle 
this water which would be coming in through the culvert on Route #9" 
and you said, "That's what we designed it for." ‘The other relates 
to the volume of water which will be going downstream from your property, 
down the brook...what is going to be the impact on that volume of 
water after this system goes in, with this drainage system which you 
are proposing here this evening, through culvert 4 and down into the 
brook? 


Mr. Koepke: ‘Well, right now you have a 4 ft. culvert there...let me 
ask you this...I do not like to answer a question with a question, 
but 1 need a 'feed back' as I can only base my opinion on what 
we are doing, to the land here and not what your municipal 
drainage is doing all the way down the line. Have you at certain 
times encountered this problem either on Deerfoot Road...or 
Parkerville Road? 


Voice: ‘where the brook goes under the road is Deerfoot Road. 


Voices: Discussing whether or not the brook has overflowed over 
this road. It has been pretty full. 


Mrs. Katherine Allen: This cart road here (indicating the map) - you 
Say has a 4 ft. culvert...In other words, you will have to ask 
us for a right-of-way to fix that through there, or will we have 
to fix it? 
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Mr. Bailey: That cart road, if 1t remains would mean that it would 
have to have a larger culvert. 


irs. Katherine Allen asked again about a right-of-way, as stated 
above. 


Mr. O'Connell: You are putting in a 42-inch culvert there under your 
rear access route and there 1s a 46-inch culvert under that 
cartway now, and nothing that you are doing here (indicating 
area on map) is going to aggravate what's down here further. 


Mrs. Katherine Allen: Water coming through this 42-inch culvert, 
how will it effect this 46-inch culvert? 


Mr. Bailey: We are not blocking the flow. But I also said here 
that because of the control flow because of the additional land. 
we are creating here by the drainage system, we are not going to 
increase the flow of water out of this brook in this area. 


There was a discussion in general on the culverts between Mrs. Allen 
and Mir. Bailey covering the previous statements. 


selectman Bartolini: Mrs. Allen 1s concerned about her existing 46- 
inch main, whether it will be sufficient to take the water that 
will be going through this system regardless... 


Mr. Bailey: You are actually going to have a larger volume of water 
passing through the 42e-inch culvert, towards this 36-inch culvert... 


Mrs. Allen: It won't make any difference. You can take the road out. 
It does not go anywhere. Just let the water come through. It 
1s purely academic. 


Mir. Bailey: I am not concerned solely with the cartroad, but with 
the volume of water and if there will be any increase downstream 
that will effect... 7 


Q: Will there be an increase? 


Wr. Koepke: No, since the amount of water for all practical purposes 
will be about the same flowing through there. As far as the 
velocity is concerned, if the 3 foot culvert is backed up and 
water 1s somewhere around a foot, then your velocity there would 
be around twenty. Is that a stone bottom around here (looking 
at the map) or planks? 


hir. Dumont: In the spring it gets pretty heavy. 


Mr. White: Would you explain how this is going to come about. It 
seems to me when you talk about roughly a 500 acre water shed, 
you are going to accentuate the flow of roughly 7 acres of that 
water shed, you are accelerating the flow on something slightly 
less than that..with your black top...they tend to even out. If 
we have a natural holding base in there now essentially as a 
swamp or marsh which is holding back water, attenuating the flow, 
you are going to take that out and put in a ditch which will 
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accelerate the flow. It seems to me...to that culvert No. 4 
you are goin:; to have a much higher flow rate. I don't see 
where that 1S going to be attenuating. 


Voice: By lowering the water table. 


Voice: You are thinking that the concentrationof flow would be vastly 
improved here. Concentration would be less. 


Mr. Koepke: Retention would be less. You have nothing to hold it 
back now. So all the water from the 500 acre water shed is now 
going to tend to flow at a faster rate than it does presently 
because presently it is held back by natural...of the swamp. 


Mr. Bailey: Let's remember what the water shed area is - 5OO acres. 
Let's also remember we are going to actually develop here a 
total of approximately 40 acres. The swamp area that we are 
talking about, or the low area, lies between these two hills. 


Nr. Dumont: I believe Mr. White's question directed itself to this 
area where water is now being held by swamp conditions which is 
scoing to be cleaned out, as it were. ‘ith a cleaned-out area, 
with the culverts cleaned out under the road, functioning in full 
capacity, that the water is going to come through there instead.of 
being held by the swampy condition, is going to flow faster. Is 
that what you are saying? 


ir. Bailey: ‘Two days ago, there was water in this area. There is no 
more retention once it starts draining today. It is just going 
to run out. There is a certain basic retention to start with. 
Agreed. But once you clean that out, there is no more. 


Mir. white: There is sone. 


Mr. Bailey: Yes, but very little, especially in the rainy season when 

you have got your swamp filled up to start with. Then you get a 
heavy rain. All that rain is going to run off, just like it does if 
it 1s cleaned out. 


Mir. White: To a point. What you are saying is, that it is a flood 
stage at all times and, therefore, all the rain... 


Mr. Bailey: It is a very wet area at all times. 


Mr. White: I would assume that. But there is certainly a variation in 
the retention capability. However, I submit that there is a basic 
natural hold-back capability in that area now. If you put a 
ditch through that entire area and clean it out, there will be no 
retention. So, obviously, there has to be an increased flow. Now 
it is a matter of magnitude. My question is, what is the magnitude? 


Mr. Bailey: We are saying, basically, that when we have one hour's 
storm once every ten years...that drop of water gets over to the 
brook in about two hours approximately. ‘When you have a storm of 
that frequency and you get a maximum flow condition, the velocity... 
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Mir. Bailey: The water table in the area here--312--somewhere around 413. 
Voice: You are going to lower a foot? 


Mr. Bailey: The soil condition here is such that basically it is 
mainly sand in this area. There are layers of fine grain sand 
which tend to perch the water on the surface. If you lowered 
all the culverts down the road by 2 feet, you would drop your 
surface water by two feet. 


Harold Walcott: Across the street, actually three of those pipes are 
already in. There is going to be another 48-inch line put in 
which is going to dump out in the same area. when you have two 
48", a 20 and a 30 all pushing water into this area across the 
street, we know it won't drain through the existing drains. We 
undoubtedly will have to put in another one. How is that going 
to affect your...? 


Mir. Dumont: Are you saying that more work on the culverts under the 
Turnpike is going to occur? 


Mr. Walcott: I think they are going to have to. 
Mr. Dumont: ...At the foot of the hill on the other side of Route 9... 
(Map being rattled on desk obliterated some discussion at this point.) 


Chairman Dumons stated that the Selectmen will have to consider the 
plans of the Cosmo-Linsey Subdivision on the other side of Route 9 and 
the new culverts which may have been approved for drainage into this 
area.

7:30 pem. Present: Chairman Robert C. Dumont. Selectmen Louis J. Bartolini and 
Thomas W. McAuliffe. Executive Secretary, Miss Mary J. Firmin 
was absent. 


Selectmen signed Treasury Warrant #55 in the amount of $72,171.19. 


8:00 p.m. Hearing re the acceptance of three streets: Pinecone Lane, Maplecrest 
Drive and Reservoir Drive. Such Hearing was posted, and notification to 
abutters was not a necessary requirement of such hearing. However, the 

Selectmen felt that under the circumstances, it would be in order to notify as many 

people as possible. Therefore, notices were sent to all of the residents of record 

as far as were able to be determined on the streets in question. 


Chairman Dumont stated that the Selectmen had received a petition from the residents 
of Maplecrest Drive and a plan. 


Paul R. O'Connell: We did not receive a copy of the acceptance plan of Reservoir 
(Planning Board) Drive, which we are not discussing at this time, but I would 

like to get an opportunity to examine the plan before your 
Board moves to accept either of these streets. We ought to be given the time to 
examine this and compare it with the original subdivision plan. 


Chairman Dumont: There were no additional comments to be made about Maplecrest 
Drive. Let's discuss Pinecone Lane accepted from Station 3 plus 
26.16 located at or near the southerly intersection of Pinecone 

Lane and Maplecrest Drive to station 12 plus 22.31 at or near the northerly inter- 

section of Pinecone Lane and Maplecrest Drive, as shown on a plan to be recorded 

and entitled, "Plan of Acceptance Pinecone Lane and Maplecrest Drive in Southborough, 

Mass., scale 1 inch = 40 feet, January 12, 1970 Ewald and Maschi Engineering". 


Any comments regarding Pinecone Lane? We have the recommendations from the Highway 
Superintendent. 


Thomas Ryan: We have a drainage problem that we discussed with Mr. Dunnebier at a 
(and his wife) meeting on January 7 re Pinecone Lane, number 3. 


About station 13, 14 ... 


Lot 61, near the curve. We have a severe water accumulation at the 
base of our driveway. The end of the driveway is perhaps three feet 
from the storm drain. However, the water never reaches it. It 
covers quite an area...lt runs the whole length of the driveway. 


Robert E. Hoss: ..-Down in this area it is 13, 13 + 50 right about in this area 
(Planning Bd.) where the road slopes from this gutter over to this gutter - means 

that there is no drainage coming along in here to this catch basir. 
It all goes over onto this side of the road right here. We had a survey done - this 
is the outside gutter. This is the inside gutter. At some points the outside gutter 
is higher than the crown of the road. It runs down. So when we meet with Mr. 
Dunnebier we are going to ask to see if we can get this resolved to bring this gutter 
down in this area. 
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Selectman Bartolini: Wouldn't it be easier to bring the crown up? 
The map was looked at and problem areas pointed out. 


Mr. Hoss: At station 12 + O the crown of the road and the right gutter is approxi- 
mately level. At 12 + 50, it is pretty near level. At 13 +0 it is 
pretty level. At 13 + 50 the gutter is higher than the center line of 
the road. 


Mr. Ryan?: ...Where the school bus stops, there is a sheet of ice completely in 
that area and I am afraid the children will get hurt. There is a 
collection of water no matter whether it is spring, summer, or a man 
washes his car across the street. The water does not traverse down 
the street. It comes down his driveway, across the street at this 
point and then pulls back in front of my driveway. 


A voice: The elevation of the right gutter is not in keeping with this plan. It 
is off 4 inches, 84, 8-3/8 inches, 74 inches and 4 inches. 


R. C. Dumont: Any more comments re Pinecone? 


Paul O'Connell: Mr. Pessini indicated thatall of the bounds are in as indicated on 
the original plan. Are they all in now or will some go in in the 
Spring, Orece 


Mr. Hoss: I haven't checked these bounds. I don't know whether they are all in or 
not. The plans showing concrete bounds are in fact those are nails 
there. It is misleading on the plan. 


Voice: ...54 calls for concrete bounds. Discussion followed re bounds. 
Chairman Dumont: Any other questions on Pinecone Lane? 


Paul O'Connell: I have one...whether or not....considers the street acceptable 
condition if and when water from the street does drain onto private 
property - a considerable amount. 


Chairman Dumont: You are asking for our recommendation on this Hearing. We are not 
prepared to give it yet. 


Selectman Bartolini: We will have to explore this further...get more information, etc.... 


Paul O'Connell: We discussed the question of this water draining on private property 
and I would assume that this question would be put to the Town 
Counsel to get some type of a legal response as to the potential 
obligation of the Town when they accept the street, if there were 
any.s.eewould like to know the legal liability of the town. If they 
are in some manner dispersing water onto private property through 
the construction of the road...Hope we will have some type of 
opinion from the Town Counsel so that we can be sure if we do 
accept this road, there isn't any liability on the part of the town. 


Selectman Bartolini: As far as the road is concerned, any water there, after we 
accept the street, is ours. If any abutter is channeling 
water intoOoe. 
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Paul O'Connell: I'm talking about on the road. 


Chairman Dumont: Hearing re acceptance of Reservoir Drive: from the westerly side 
of Central Street 1958 County Layout, Station 7 + O at the end of 
the...together with an easement 20 feet wide for drainage at the 
land of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Metropolitan District 
Commission, a long line dividing lots 14 and 15, as shown on a 
Plan of Land to be recorded and entitled "Plan of Acceptance of 
Reservoir Drive, Southborough, Massachusetts, Scale 1" = 40! 
November 30, 1970, Ewald & Maschi, Inc. Engineering." Does any- 
one have any comments on Reservoir Drive? 


Karl Smiddy: Jl am a resident of...and a couple of weeks ago a marker was put at 
the end of driveway. I assume that this is town property, is that 
correct? 


Selectman Bartolini: This is a radius marker. 


R. E. Hoss: I think I can clear this up. Actually your land does not extend to 
where the road meets with your land. The road is only paved twenty- 
four and should be 40 feet, so actually there is eight feet on each 
Side that Mr. Dunnebier owns, so that bound is used for the town 
line and your line which is within your lawn. (Consulted the map at 
this time.) Discussion followed re lines, etc. 


Karl Smiddy: This storm sewer drain you were raising, is this finished now? 


Voice: Yes, it is. 


Chairman Dumont stated that the matter of the pole on Central Street andReservoir 
Drive had not been cleared up at this time. This matter to be followed up immediately. 


Karl Smiddy: Are there concrete bounds on each side of this road? 
Answer: Yes, on both sides of the road. 


Paul O'Connell: Have the plans show the width of Reservoir Drive, which it does not 
appear to show here (indicating the map), also like to have it 
show...distance to the County Highway Bound, for surveying purposes. 
It would be important to know what...distance is for the location 
of your street. Our Board talked with the Conservation Commission 
back in September or so and we were not aware that this road 
(Reservoir Drive) or the other two roads (Maplecrest Drive and 
Pinecone Lane) would come up for acceptance at this Special Town 
Meeting. I thought they would come up next March. We had talked 
to Conservation Commission about taking on the task of acquiring 
this piece of property (indicating on map).

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Selectman Bartolini:...set up a meeting and go over this...We won't be able to accept 
this street... 


Chairman Dumont: Do you want to set up a meeting? The Planning Board has a meeting 
scheduled to go over...Why don't we wait until the January 7, 1971 
meeting at which time we could even be present. Then we can 
decide the necessity of having an on-site meeting after that. 
These will be three streets; will be three separate articles, and 
if things don't work out, we will simply recommend they be with- 
drawn e 


it was explained that one street could be accepted while the other two mht not be. 
That is why the streets will be in separate articles. 


Chairman Dumont: Regarding Maplecrest Drive, there will be an extending of the road 
to the end and that this hearing discussed the total street even 
though the initial petition related to ending at station 12 + 22,31. 


Voice: Re: Lot 16, Maplecrest Drive. "I am right at the end. We have some problems 
of water. There is a storm drain two or three feet out from the curbing and 
my driveway which is not at the lowest point. This drain is a good six or 
eight inches above the lowest point of the drain near the curb. Therefore, 

I get a good...of water. 


Chairman Dumont declared Hearing closed. 


9:00 pem. James W. Luby, attorney representing ten persons on Overlook Drive, 
Runaway Hills Subdivision, met with the Selectmen to discuss the plowing 
and sanding of Overlook Drive (a private way). The residents would like 

the town to take care of this, that is - snowplowing and sanding the road without 

incurring the liability of maintaining a Way.
